the paper on Soviet and Satellite defectors yesterday afternoon and had 
all agreed on it except the Department of Justice which filed a dissent. 

It was reported that the CIA bill to employ retired officers 
had been reported to the Senate by Senator Russel. 

Mr. McConnel reported that he had been unable to see Mrs. 
Rosenberg on our request for l30 students.
